Kidnapers back down on promise 


GUADALAJARA, Mexico (UPI/ - 
The guerrilla kidnapers of U.S. 
Consul 
General 
Terrence 
G. 
Leonhardy went back today on their 
promise to release him once 30 
political prisoners were flown to 
Cuba and were reported to be 
making 
new 
demands, 
possibly 
involving a cash ransom. 


There has been no word since 
Sunday when Leonhardy sent word 
in a letter that he was in ‘'good 
health’’ and being treated well. But 
as time passed with no release there 


were 
tears 
for 
his safety 
and 
goverment sources said still another 
factor 
might 
be 
involved—the 
kidnapers might be “ too afraid“ to 
release him immediately. 
They pointed to a local news story 
in 
which 
police 
Chief 
Jesus 
Ahumada Mercado was quoted as 
saying the kidnapers may already 
have been identified and that local 
authorities were ready to move 
against 
them 
as 
soon 
as 
the 
American diplomat is freed. 
There 
has 
been 
total official 
silence, however, on the case since 


Jalisco State Gov Alberto Orozco 
Romero indicated Sunday night that 
new demands were being put forth 
by the guerrillas. The governor later 
retracted the statement, saying he 
only knew of “ rumors” of new 
demands. 
But 
there 
was 
heightened 
speculation that a big cash ransom 
payment may now be a factor. 
The only official statement on the

cam e 
from 
a 
consular 
spokesman 
who 
described 
the 
situation as “ very delicate.” 
The 
demands they

came hours after Mexico 
agreed to free the 30 prisoners and 
flew them to Cuba 
“The situation is very delicate,”

name special prosecutor 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Elliot L. 
Richardson said today he would 
appoint a special prosecutor to 
supervise federal investigation of 
the Watergate bugging to try to 
uncover “ the whole truth” about the 
scope of the plot. 
R ichardson, 
nom inated 
by 
President Nixon last week to switch 
Cabinet job from the Pentagon to 
the Justice Department as part of a 
top-level administration shake-up, 
said he recognized that his long and 
c lo se 
a sso cia tio n 
with 
the 
administration 
might 
bring 
his 
objectivy in question. 
Richardson 
said 
after 
he 
is 
confirmed as attorney general, he 
w ill 
appoint 
an 
independent 
prosecutor —with no ties to anyone 
“alleged or suspected to have a 
part” in the Watergate —and give 
him “all the independence" and 
authority 
needed 
to 
make 
an 
impartial inquiry. 
He did not give any hint who would 
be named and indicated it might 
take a while to find the right person. 
Richardson pointed out that the 
man he picks will operate under 
him, but made clear he would report 
only to him, while “his ultimate 
accountability is to the American 
people.” 
Richardson was named by Nixon 
last week to get to the bottom of who 
was involved in the Watergate plot 
and subsequent efforts to cover up 
the breadth of the plot.

any knowledge of the extent of the 
Watergate before this spring.

Nixon ordered wiretaps?

Official documents authorizing wiretaps on the 
telephones of repirters and White House aides disappeared from the 
personal files of FBI director J. Edgar Hoover in 1971 after he threatened to 
expose the existence of the taps, Time magazine said in this week’s issue. 
Time said the wiretaps authorizations were signed by Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell and were ordered by President Nixon in an attempt to 
discover the source of “ leaks of government secrets to the press. 
When the Nixon administration tried to force Hoover out of office. Time 
said, Hoover called Deputy Attorney General Richard Kleindienst and 
threatened to reveal the embarrassing taps. No further move was made 
against Hoover by Nixon, Mitchell or Kleindienst, Time said

Johnson told the supervisors that 
substantial

The new fiscal year starts July 1 
and Johnson pointed out that public 
hearings on the final budget atart 
June 6. 
Johnson declared that countywide 
a p p r op ri a ti o n 
r e q u i r e m e n t s 
financed by the property tax could 
have been $4.5 million higher this 


coming year without the federal 
revenue sharing and the welfare 
slashes. 
The total budget requirements are 
up $274,068 although Johnson’s office 
managed to slash $2,296,105 from 
total budget requests of $79.7 million 
from department heads and other 
agencies. 
Special district funding proposed 
was slashed $59,256 from what was 
allowed last year on the basis of 
estimates of requirements for the 
coming year.

S. Platte River down 
after evacuations 


DENVER (UPI) - The South 
Platte River, swollen by four inches 
of rain in the city and 20 inches of 
snow in the mountains, receded 
today from flood force that had sent 
thousands of persons from their 
homes. 
The ravaging waters of the river 
and its tributaries, which forced the 
evacuation of between 3,500 and 
7.000 persons Sunday, rose almost 
three feet above flood stage Sunday 
night. 
The flooding caused no death or 
injury but tore down a bridge that 
carries rush-hour traffic into the 
city. 


“Only about 500 took shelter at 
established emergency areas inside 
Denver proper, but we don’t know 
how to count the others in the 
suburbs because most of them go to 
friends 
houses,'' 
said 
Gaylord 
Colle, Red Cross director of disaster 
services 
“ As a very rough guess, I’d say 
7.000 persons left their homes in 
Denver and the suburbs, but that's 
strictly a ballpark figure,” he said. 


Colle said flood warnings had been 
issued through tonight for sections 
of Denver, Littleton, Englewood, 
Sheridan, Jefferson County and low 
areas along the Platte west, east 
and north of Denver.

received more than 900 calls from 
citizens asking help to pump out 
flooded basements.

Seeks compromise 


I’ht* possibility that the llarc* up over plans to eliminate 
the State Board ol Public* Health may be smoothed over by 
some reasonable compromise is looming 
The storm has been building by reason ol a 1970 
Governor's reorganization plan It calls for the merging of 
a number of departments, including Public Health, Social 
Welfare, Mentai Hygiene and Corrections, into one massive 
super agency to be known as Health and Welfare Under the 
plan various boards, some having regulatory power as does 
the Public Health Board, are to be abolished 
Members of that board, which has existed lor 100 years, 
have been increasingly vocal in their protests. They have 
been 
joined 
by 
the 
Medical 
and 
Pharmaceutical 
associations. It is their position that good government 
requires an appointive board to review and adopt health 
regulations. They have made it clear their stand is not 
motivated by any desire to perpetuate themselves in their 
non-salaried memberships on the present board, 
“What we propose is a new board with regulatory 
powers, said Dr William C. Herrick, vice president of the 
board. “ By this mechanism the people of California would 
have something to say rather than one individual having 
everything to say.” 
Assemblyman Gene Chappie agrees with that and has 
intorduced a bill to create a new board with rule making 
authority and power to review all policy of the new Health 
Department. Chappie said he is concerned over the lack of 
any public board to view decisions ol a department with 
21,000 employees and a $2 6 billion budget. 
Actually the total budget of the new Health Welfare 
agency will be much larger with many more employees. 
Chappie's reference was merely to the new Health 
Department which is only a part of the total agency headed 
by Dr. Earl Brian 
Others too have been having second thoughts about the 
states new super agency. Senator Peter H. Behr 
has 
questioned the wisdom of the overall organization He said 
such things look good on charts “ yet it is impossible to point 
to a single super agency that has been less than a disaster.” 
“ No one has yet been found with the genius to run them 
efficiently, let alone comprehend them,” he stated. 
“ Neither the President nor the Congress can control 
them ” 
Brian was not part of the brain trust that prepared the 
plans for the new agency. But he has been handed the job of 
running it by Governor Reagan. Why the Governor, who is 
philosopically opposed to too much government, embraced 
the reorganization plan in 1970 remains a puzzle. 
In an effort to calm the growing storm Brian has now 
stated he would support the formation of a new board with 
rule making power. He said he did not disagree with the 
idea of a board to make policy and adopt regulations but he 
would oppose any board which would have authority over 
the department heads in administrative matters. 
“ My problem at the moment is how to delineate the 
division of authority between the board and the director,” 
he said. 
He conceded that there had been “ poor 
communications“ between the present board and the 
administration. He said this had caused a great deal of 
minunderstanding and indicated he is taking steps to 
correct this by meetings with the board. 
There is no question Brain has a gigantic task in 
managing such a huge agency. One of the ways he could 
calm the rancor of the health board members is to keep 
them on the job until a new board is formed to replace 
them. The present schedule calls for their termination on 
July 1.

Look instead into a 
small magazine called "Agri­ 
cultural 
R esearch."

you will find some nuggets 
of hope for us hungry A m er­ 
icans. 
Suppose, for example, you 
could m ake soft drinks such 
as colas nutritious and re ­ 
freshing without increasing 
their cost or lowering their 
taste appeal. That is a hope 
ot agricultural research sci­ 
entists. 
They believe 
that 
added nutrition in soft drinks 
can be in the form of protein 
isolated from whey, a by­ 
product of cheese m anufac­ 
ture. This whey is now large­ 
ly wasted. 
Chemists at the Agricul­ 
tural Research Serv ice labo- 
' 
ratories in Washington, D.C., 
have achieved encouraging 
success in adding proteins 
isolated from cottage cheese 
whey to carbonated bever­ 
ages. So the day may come 
when a bottle of soda pop 
will actually be nutritious.

Swift justice — a deterrent 


It has been argued for years as to what 
deters a criminal from committing a 
crime. For those who believe that swift 
justice, severity of penalty and obvious 
lack of success are a deterrent, we now 
have a classic example to point to, 
according 
to 
County 
Sheriff 
John 
Carpenter. 
In 1968, our country began to experience 
the 
new 
phenomenon 
of 
skyjacking 
commercial aircraft. During 1968 and 1969, 
the purpose of skyjacking was primarily 
for free transportation back to Cuba by 
Cubans. In 1970 and 1971, the picture 
changed to criminals and militants taking 
over aircraft for the purpose of extortion 
of various types. From 1968 to present, 
there 
have 
been 
148 
skyjackings 
committed. But it was very obvious to the 
Federal government that this extremely 
serious problem had to be stopped, and 
consequently they took special interest in 
the problem. 
Carpenter cites three things which have 
occurred. 
Skyjackers 
were 
processed 
through the judicial system with unusual 
expediency. 
Secondly, 
appropriate 
sentences were given which ranged from 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


20 years to life. And third, the element of 
success was removed. To date, there is 
only one unsolved skyjacking, and this is 
the infamous D. B. Cooper extortion. 
Sheriff Carpenter cites the results. 
Skyjacking dropped to 35 in 1972, and only 
one thus far in 1973. 


Contrast this to crime in California, 
Carpenter states. From 1960 to 1972, crime 
increased 174 per cent and convictions 
decreased to 42 per cent. In 1972, only four 
per cent of the defendants convicted of 
felony crim es went to prison. Of all the 
persons convicted of heroin peddling, 42 
per cent of whom had prior convictions, 
only 18 percent went to prison. One one in 
10 persons convicted of burglary went to 
prison, and one in 300 persons convicted of 
auto theft — a loss of 100 million dollars a 
year — went to prison. 


“ It would seem that if the principles 
applied to skyjacking — that is, swift 
justice, severity of penalty, and lesser 
chance of 
success — were 
used 
in 
California, this would be a safer place to 
live and raise fam ilies,” Carpenter opines. 
We agree.

Business booming 


HONG KONG—A topping cere­ 
mony the other day marked the 
completion of a 52-story office 
skyscraper, said to be the tallest 
building in Asia. It is one more sign 
of 
the 
boom 
that 
has 
sent 
investment and inflation rocketing 
on this island that is a capitalist 
excrescence on the doorstop of 
mainland China. 
There seem s no limit to the great 
blocks of apartments springing up 
on the hills behind the waterfront. 
Y et 
m iddle-incom e 
fa m ilie s 
complain bitterly that rents are 800 
to 1,000 dollars on even a modest 
three-room apartment. And few in 
this category are to be found. 
The boom on the 
Hong 
Kong 
stock 
exchange 
was 
so 
furious in February 
that 
it 
got 
onto 
television 
screens 
in 
A m e r ic a . 
H ousem aids 
and 
b e llb o y s 
w e re 
gambling in stocks 
from day to day in 
the fashion 
of the boom of the late ’20s in New 
York. While that has somewhat 
subsided today with the little man 
caught in the backwash, the bigger 
fortunes are getting bigger. 


In this British crown colony, one 
of the last surviving fragments of 
the empire, British merchants and 
investors 
are doing very well 
Jardine Matheson, the Asia-wide 
trading firm of ancient lineage, just 
reported an increase in profits of 60 
percent in 1972 over 1971. Profits 
were close to 20 million dollars, with 
preliminary reports for the first 
quarter showing the growth rate 
continuing 


Not least among the substantial 
fortunes are those made by Hong 
Kong Chinese. In banks, hotels and 
department stores they show the 
acumen 
for which 
the offshore 
Chinese 
have 
long 
been 
noted. 
Times have changed, however, for 
the bargain-hunting tourist who a 
few years ago got a suit made by a 
first-rate tailor for half or less what 
it would cost back home The price 
of that suit today is 125 dollars or 
more, which hasn’t quite the same 
bargain appeal. 


It is a curious commentary on 
geography and the tides of change 
that this capitalist show window 


should be next door to the most 
populous nation in the world, where 
communism 
has 
overcome 
the 
ravages of 40 years of war and 
revolution. The answer may be the 
Chinese 
capacity 
to 
work 
and 
endure. For it is the bent backs of 
the Chinese, most of them living in 
crowded quarters built by the crown 
for those who left the mainland, that 
underwrite the swinging boom. 


If there is any concern in Peking 
for 
Hong 
Kong’s 
flourishing 
capitalism it is not manifest here. 
From the new territories, the life­ 
line 
of 
Hong 
Kong 
island 
the 
Kowloon peninsula, come water, 
food and raw materials out of the 
mainland. This is for Peking a 
source of foreign exchange. 


The lease the British crown holds 
on the new territories still has 21 
years to run. But the builders and 
the boomers seem to assume that 
the hold on the lifeline will go on 
forever. Measured against the 800 
million on the mainland and the 
remarkable transformation that has 
been worked in their way of life, the 
fragments still outside are of small 
moment. 


Taiwan 
100 miles offshore, 
is 
another fragment. There, too, a 
boom 
is 
currently 
setting 
new 
production records Primed by an 
estimated 
1.4 
billion dollars 
in 
American economic aid in the more 
than 20 years that Chiang Kai-Shek 
has held a tight rein over the island, 
Taiwan is today the 25th largest 
trading nation in the world Total 
exports-imports 
are 
59 
billion 
dollars 


By an interesting coincidence this 
is almost exactly the total of the 
two-way 
trade of 
the 
People’s 
Republic of China on the mainland. 
The latter is rapidly expanding and 
it is possible that the limit in 
Taiwan, with its 15 million people, 
has been reached 


Hints have recently come out of 
Peking that if the People’s Republic 
were 
to 
absorb 
Taiwan 
few 
immediate changes in the economy 
and the way of life would follow. 
Insistence that Taiwan is an integral 
part of China has been a cardinal 
principle 
in Peking’s diplomatic 
bargaining with the rush of nations 
seeking to establish em bassies in 


the mainland capital. 
Japan closed her embassy in 
Taiwan and sent an am bassador to 
Peking, yet large Japanese firm s 
continue to do a flourishing business 
with the island. 
The aged Chiang Kai-Shek, who 
has 
not 
been 
seen 
since 
last 
summer, occupies a wing of a 
hospital in Taipei. The government 
is being run by his son, Chiang 
Ching-Kuo. What will happen when 
Chiang passes from the scene is a 
m atter 
of 
wide 
speculation 
throughout Asia. His strong-willed 
wife, the youngest of the three 
famous Soong sisters, is still a force 
to be reckoned with. 
The dram atic tide of change of 
recent years is far from subsiding. 
The great power on the mainland, 
the 800 million, will increasingly 
determine the course of events not 
only in Asia but in the world. 


Ordinarily press releases from 
various agricultural agencies can be 
extremely boring with batches and 
batches of statistics. It isn’t very 
often that an agricultural agency 
can come up with a bit of juicy, hard 
news. But this week is different. 
One of the flack men with the 
State Department of Food and 
Agriculture has two notable stories. 
First, 
the 
department 
notes 
a 
startling increase in California's 
central valleys “ with a problem the 
Old West never had to contend 
with.” The problem, it turns out, is 
bee rustling. Second, housewives in 
northern 
California 
valley 
and 
coastal 
communities 
are 
being 
alerted to the imminent invasion of 
the area 
by the 
Painted Ladv 
Butterfly. 
Now for a bit of 
explanation, and, of 
c o u r s e , 
so m e 
statistics. 
In 
the 
month of April, nine 
beekeepers 
reported the theft of 
558 
bee 
colonies, 
pushing the total for 
the 
year 
to 
684, 
which wouldn’t you 
know, is more than 
double the 319 of 
last year. In 1971, 
th efts 
of 
hives 
totaled 533. 
The department notes that, at $30 
per hive, the April losses represent 
a beekeeper’s burden of $16,500. 
Department sleuths theorize that 
the thefts were stimulated by an 
increase in honey prices and a 
stronger demand for rental of bees 
for pollinization purposes. 
Cattlemen use brands to identify 
their stock. But what do you do with 
a bee? 
The 
Painted 
Lady 
Butterfly, 
known to taxonomists and Latin 
buffs as Cynthia cardui, is in the 
frenzied flutters of m ass migration 
from Mexico expected to hit the Bay 
Area and Sacramento by May 15. 
Department spokesmen say the 
insect 
is 
“ moving 
with 
the 
momentum of a 10-year buildup” 
and has reached San Luis Obispo

County already. Guess they must 
have hit Lompoc already. 
Housewives who use perfumed 
detergents are cautioned that the

sweet-smelling laundry by landing 
on it and laying “ egg m asses” which 
hatch into tiny black worms. 
The 
migration 
has 
happened 
before, the largest one in 1958. 
Heavy 
concentrations 
of 
the 
butterfly in 1965 and 1966 “ caused 
traffic to be halted in some areas 
because of reduced visibility,” the 
department stated. 
If 
that 
isn’t

butterflies

stomachs, it certainly won’t be due 
to a shortage of butterflies.
